I AM directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
26th ultimo on the subject of the Sighting of the neighbourhood of Cape Guardnfui* 
in which you state that, before taking any stops with regard to tho maintenance by 
Her Majesty’s Government of a light-vessel olf the Cape, as proposed by the Elder 
Brethren of the Trinity House, the Marquis of Salisbury would suggest that a communi¬ 
cation should be addressed to the Egyptian Government with a view of ascertaining 
whether they would be prepared to devote to this service a portion of the large surplus 
now arising from the Egyptian Lighthouse Accounts. 

in reply, 1 nin to request that you will lay the following observations before the 
Secretary of State* 

The floEird arc fully alive to the importance of not increasing the amount of dues 
levied od the Eastern trade for Sights cm their voyages, and they arc only waiting for an 
authentic statement of the existing state of the Egyptian Lighthouse Accounts before 
advising that action should be taken with a view to their reduction, 

Although tho original capital spent on the lighthouses has been refund, it would 
appear, from the information in the possession of the Board, that there is a debt 
■till <foe to the Egyptian Treasury on the Lighthouse Accounts for interest on the money 
advanced. This debt, even with the present large excess in the receipts, will not he paid off 
for two or three years, and, in the meanwhile, interest at the rate of 10 per cent, is payable 
upon the outstanding balance. 

Any sum, therefore, which might be contributed out of tho Egyptian Lighthouse 
Revenues for the estahlkhmeut of a light or lights at Guardafui will practically be 
an advance by the Egyptian Treasury, and will defer for many year* the clearing olf of the 
debt, and t he consequent relief of the trade from tho heavy charge now made for interest. 
The lighting of Guardafui, whether the ditiicuhies in the way of erecting 1 a light house on 
the mainland niu satisfactorily disposed of or not, will ultimately coat much more than ihe 
earn now required for placing the preliminary light.vessel off the Capa iUelf, with the 
result that tho payment of Ihe debt would bit still further deferred* 

Before any such step is taken as proposed, it appears, therefore, to this Board, that it 
would be advisable to arrange, either through the usual diplomatic channels or by 
rending n Commission to Cairo, for placing the Egyptian Lighthouse Accounts cm a proper 
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financial basis, and for fixing a reasonable amount of interest on the remaining debt, and 
on any further advance that may prove necessary. If this were satisfactorily arranged, the 
Board, as at present advised, see no reason why the funds for ihe establishment and! 
maintenance of the lights required at Guarddfai may not bo advanced out of the 
Egyptian Lighthouse dues as proposed without any additional tax on shipping being 
levied. 

If this course is followed, the Board would suggest that immediate action be taken in 
order that the Guardafiu Light may, it" possible, be established he fore the dangerous season 
commencing next April. 

The Board are uncertain whether the Secretary of State proposes that the lighting of 
Guardafui should be undertaken by the Egyptian Government, as well as that they should 
provide the money required from the dues now levied by them. 

Whichever authority undertakes this duty, it will be necessary that a special detached 
service should lie established a considerable distance beyond the Egyptian limits, with 
Aden 03 head, quarters. 

Having reprd to the distance, many hundred miles, of Guardafui Item Suez, and to 
the inexperience of the Egyptians in maintaining a light-vessel in so exposed 0 position, 
the Board are apprehensive that the service would Sic lew efficiently and more expensively 
performed by the Egyptian Government than if it were undertaken by 'Great Britain. 
This point appears to the Board to require most careful consideration, whatever advantages 
may otherwise be thought to arise from placing the service under the control of the 
Egyptian Government 

I am to add that a similar suggestion regarding the application of the surplus revenue 
on the Egyptian Lighthouse Accounts to meet the expense of the proposed tight 
at Guardafui has been received from the Secretary of State for India, to whom a copy of 
this reply has been forwarded,

Thu details* of the stops to he taken are matters to he dealt with by the Board of Trade, 
end (inconnection with Aden) the India Office. It is therefore understood that, the Board 
of Trade will communicate with the Treasury as regards the expenditure to be incurred by 
this country, and will make the necessary arrangements with respect to it, and for the legal 
authority for levying any fresh toll on shipping, And* further, that the Board of Trade 
will make, in consultation with the India Office, the neitefisurv arrange moot a with the 
Admiralty for the protection of Ihe proposed light-ship. 

With, respect to the Egyptian lighthouse Accounts, Lord Salisbury is prepared to 
assist in whichever way the Buord of Trade prefer, namely, by forwarding to Mr. Egcrton 
for inquiry and report any questions on the subject which the Board of Trade will prepare j 
or by instructing Sir. Egerton to assist any person whom the Board of Trade may decide 
to send to Egypt* in order to make personal investigation into these matters on the 
spot. 

I am further to state, that if you will send a Hat of the countries whoso vessels ore 
now so far interested in tho navigation, which will bo benefitted by the proposed light¬ 
ship, that they may be fairly asked to contribute to tho expenses to be incurred, Lord 
Salisbury will be ready to request their assent in tha matter. In this event, I ana 
to suggest that a full statement of what Is proposed lobe done should be drown up for 
COtumuLiication to cock Government; and, further, that it maybe well to giw some intima¬ 
tion to foreign Governments in making this application that" stops are about to be taken

Ever since the first establishment of the Egyptian Lighthouses, lbe accounts from 
time to time submitted have shown a yearly charge of 10 per cent. This charge was made 
nominally, not only as interest on the debt, but also for the purpose of Priding a fund 
for repairs and new works, and mi this undemanding it has hitherto been accepted. 
Practically, hoover, this percentage appears to have been diarged lately a* mtet the 
cost of repairs and new works being treated id the annual Egyptian Budgets as further 

advances from the Treasury chest. % y _ . „„ 

Looking to the unquestionable security afforded by the light dues, there, can he no 

doubt that this rate of interest is exceptionally high, and that money could be obtained on 

such a security at a much lower ratc + ._ iA . 

Without at present entering into the question, whether the past charges should be 
disallowed, the Board would most strongly urge that immediate steps should be takeni tor 
the reduction of the interest in future to 5 per cent, ut the outside, the reduction to take

Until some satisfactory arrangement \m been come to ou this point, it is undesirable

g The Board would, therefore, suggest that Her Majesty's UnsuhGcneral m Egypt' 
should be instructed to press again, and with urgency* far these accounts down to the ent 

ol thefest^ ^ever, aft (jjp Board of Trade can judge from the analogy of the official 
accounts previous to 1880, and from other information at their disposal, there would 
appear to be good grounds for supposing that the present state of the hghthmise funds 
would admit of sonic immediate relief being afforded to the trade, always provided that 
Ihe interest ou the remaining debt is reduced to a reasonable amount. 

The question of the contribution to be made by the foreign trade te the necessary

Lpon such a reduction being made, it would probably be desirable that the same amount, 
or such part of It as may be necessary, should be mmpo?,ed in respect of the establishment 
at the expense or Great Britain of the Guardafiri Light-vessel, This would, however, be a 
point for future consideration. 

Ihe Board of Trade have thought It well to go,somewhat fully into the steps which, 
isi they believe, can with advantage to the trade be taken ftp this matter; but nothing can 
be done before it is known, authoritatively what funds arc available, it is therefore 
essential that, as already pointed out, means should first of all be adopted to obtain 
authentic accounts and an official statement uE the debt now claimed by the Egyptian 
Treasury, and also to reduce the large percentage of 10 per cent, at present charged upon 
that debt.

from the excess of the receipts over the expenditure of the Egyptian Lighthouse Board. 

1 lie question as to how far this surplus cob Id be considered available for meeting 
ihe cost of the light is dealt with in the Board of Trade's fetter of the 14th November, 
wherein the point is also raised whether it is intended that the work should be undertaken 
by the Egyptian Government. 

, Finally, in answer to the suggestions on these several heads contained in the letter 
from this Office of the 30th ultimo, the Board of Trade in their letter of the 15th instant 
state that they will be prepared to under take the details of the scheme, and to take such 
steps as may hereafter prove necessary for carrying them Into effect. They consider ft, 
however, esserr ;a] T in the first place, to obtain im authoritative statement of the present 
condition ol the Egyptian Lighthouse Accounts, in order that it may be ascertained whether 
the expenses of placing anti maintaining the proposed light-vessel, and anv addition at 
bghts in the Red Scu or Gulf of Aden, can be met out of the Egyptian light dues. 

It will be seen that, in the opinion of the Board, the interest now payable on the 
lighthouse debt is too high, and ought to be reduced to 5 per cent 

It; the meantime, the Board of Trade ure urgent in asking for a full and detailed 
statement of the lighthouse accounts down to the end of the last financial year. 

Suggestions will alto Ihi found in ibis letter as to the arrangements which might 
be made for meeting the advances required on behalf of the proposed light, iu the event of 
the Egyptian Government being unwilling to allocate a portion of thdr light dues for the 
purpose.

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They have, however, expressed through Mr. Vincent, at the Board of Trade (see

condition that the present dues shall continue to he paid until the coat of cunatnictioo and 
plant, wrth interest at 10 per cent., has been repaid ; but that afterwards they agree to 
come to an understanding respecting either ja modification of the d«e& or an increase in the 
number of lights. 

I inclose an official Table of the IjigHtntise Accounts, which show* the unredeemed 
capital flt the end of 18S4 to be 18S,237^. As the r^eipts, owing to the dei/dopment of 
traffic, arc increasing, it may lie estim&b|(l that m four, if not in three, years the debt will 
he extinguished. 

1 also inclose the lie port for r tbe Lighthouse Administration of LE84 t giving the 
receipts and expenditure from I&78 to 1884. 

The Egyptian Accountant-General explains that the sum put ns the original coat does 
not include all the expenses incurred by the Government in the construction of their 
lighthouses, such as the use of Government steamers* winch for years were employed by 
the Lighthouse Administration, and other services rendered. 

ft is impossible, Mr. Palmer says, for want of data, to calculate exactly the amount 
which should be added to the actual valuation; but it is evident that the real cost is more 
than that given in the Government Tables inclosed herewith. 

It h the contention of the Egyptian Finance Department that these considerations 
should not be lost to view in any decisicin taken on this subject. 

Moreover, they say, a certain sum should he provided in the expenditure for the coat 
□f pensions for those employed in the lighthouse Administration* It k true that 
the thirtieth kept back for the pension is not included ; but this deduction only partially 
covers the coat of pensions, *_ 

The explanation given of the slight discrepancy between the accounts m the Report of 
the Lighthouse; Administration and those of tlic Tables herewith inclosed ia* that the latter 
are the sums actually received by the Egyptian Treasury for the lighthouses, omitting the 
receipts for the thirtieth kept back, stamps, and other 101110 ? receipts. 

The Table gives the actual I'eedpts, the other only the balance between the 
administrative receipts and expenditure. 

On the general question, therefore, the Egyptian Government arc unwilling to do 
more than execute the arrangement Come to ill April 1&84, and, as regards the Guarclufui 
tight, do not consider themselves in any way cnlled upon to take action. 

Thom has been much regrettable delay on the part of the Egyptian Government in 
answering the note I addressed them in August last, iu accordant# with your Lordship's 
directions on tine subject, and l have not even got a written answer from them j but what 
[ have stated in ibis despatch may be considered the official answer nf Nubtir Pasha and 
the Egyptian Government on this question.

In October I8S4* in consequence of the urgent necessity for a light at Abou Ail— 
but that spot being Turkish territory, and also included in M. Colins' Inst Concession—we 
utade a proposal to the Porte that if they on their part would cancel the Concession of 
1881, and either erect themselves or sanction the erection by the Egyptian Administration 
of a light at Abou Ail* «w would no longer oppose the renewal of the Turkish Concession 
of 1879 (t.e., the Mediterranean system), 

Thu Porte* however* have shown no disposition to accept this compromise, or to 
can cd the Concession for the Bed Sea and Persian Gulf granted in 1661 to MM. Coll as and 
Michel. 

Such is briefly the present position of the case, The Hoard of Trade now say 
(22 nd February) that t{ every facility should be given by Her Majesty's Government to

HER Majesty^ Government have not failed to take into their careful consideration 
the observations contained in the note of his Excellency Muslims IV ha of the uh August 
last, as well as those in your Excellency’a further note of the 8th of last January, on the 
subject of the proposed lights in the Red Sea, and they trust that the lime is now 
approaching when a satisfactory settlement of the question may be arrived at,

I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s despatches 
Nos. 5 and 6, Commercial, of the 12th March, 1886, on the subject of the reduction of 
the lighthouse dues. In ihe latter of these despatches your Lordship communicates to 
me a scheme which has been put forward by the Board of Trade, and requests ine to 
state whether, in my opinion, it can be prudently adopted in the present position, and 
with regard to the future prospects of the finances of Egypt. 

The proposal of the Board of Trade is to reduce the Red Sea dues by three-eighths, 
and the rate of interest on the debt from 10 to 5 per cent. In the Budget of iSSti the 
revenue on account of light dues is estimated at £ E, 90,000. The expenditure is 
estimated at about ,£ E. 31,000. The net revenue which the Egyptian Government 
expects to derive from this source is, therefore, about £ E, 59,000, 

These figures approximate closely with those of the Budget on which the Financial 
Convention was based. 

The proposal of the Board of 1 rade would involve a loss to the Egvptian Govern¬ 
ment of three-eighths of £ E. 90,000, that is to say, about .£ E, 34,000, a portion of 
which, however, might possibly be recouped should the traffic increase. 

Your Lordship is aware that, as matters at present stand, the Egyptian revenue and 
expenditure, even after a 5 per cent, deduction is made from the interest on the debt, is 
nearly exactly balanced. The Budget of 1S8G shows a surplus of only about £ E, 8,000, 
and it is questionable whether even this surplus will he realised. 

Your Lordship is also aware of how extremely desirable it is that the Egyptian 
Government should be able to resume payment of the lull interest on the debt in 1887. 
It is certain that the only chance of attaining this object is to be found in diminishing 
expenditure and developing revenue to the utmost extent possible. 

From the point of view of the interest of trade, there can be no doubt that a strong 
case exists in favour of a reduction of dues. On the other hand, there can be equally 
little doubt that the Egyptian Government cannot, under present circumstances, aftord to 
sacrifice a revenue of some £ E. 30,000 a-yeEir. On the whole, l venture to submit, to 
your Lordship that it will be advisable to leave matters as they stand for the present, but 
that when the Budget for the year 1887 comes under discussion, the Egyptian Government 
should consider whether some smaller reduction than that proposed by the Board of Trade 
might not be made. Should the traffic increase, and the net revenue of the Egyptian 
Government therefore exceed the sum fixed by the Financial Convention, the adoption of 
this course will be materially facilitated*
